
Cabbie beaten 
up, robbed and 
car set on fire 


A CAB driver was left badly shaken 
after he was attacked and robbed by 
five people who then torched his 
vehicle. 

The cabbie, who is in his 50s and 
lives in Harlow, had answered a call to 
pick up the group from outside 
the Heart and Club pub in 
Pypers Hatch in the early 
hours of Friday. 

But once the group - 
four men and a woman - 
climbed inside the car 
they ordered the driver to 
hand over his takings. 

When he refused he was 
assaulted by one of the 
men. 

The passenger, who was 
sitting in the front seat, held 
him in a neck-lock while the 
others grabbed his wallet 
£190 in cash and a Samsung 
PDA computer which is 
worth £500. 

They then forced

the driver to get out of the car and 
drove away in it. 

The burned-out shell of the blue 
Peugeot 307 estate was later 
found in Peldon Road where it 
had been set on fire. 

Police this week rele¬ 
ased an e-fit picture of 
one of the group, left, and 
appealed for information 
about the incident. 

“This was a vicious 
attack on a taxi driver 
who had been booked to 
take five people from the 
pub to the Pinnacles," 
said Detective Constable 
Mike Ferguson, who is lead¬ 
ing the investigation. 

“Instead, he was assault- 
I ed, robbed, injured

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Trust director at 
centre of grope 
allegation probe 

AMBULANCE service chiefs 
are investigating allegations 
of inappropriate behaviour 
against a trust director. 

The East of England 
Ambulance Service has 
brought in an independent 
external HR expert to 
investigate reports in a 
national newspaper that Rob 
Ashford, a locality director 
for Essex, groped a young 
woman in a hotel bar. 

Once the investigation is 
completed, it will be reported 
back to the trust’s chairman. 

A spokeswoman for the 
ambulance service said: 

“The allegations relate to a 
member of staff before they 
started their employment 
with EEAST, it did not take 
place on trust property and 
did not involve any EEAST 
staff at the time of the 
alleged incident. 

“The trust was alerted to 
the allegation last year but 
the delay in completing the 
investigation is because it 
took time to get the required 
evidence.” 

Mr Ashford, who is not 
currently the subject of any 
disciplinary proceedings, 
joined EEAST in June last 
year and has 25 years of 
experience in the ambulance 
service.

“All five people were 
involved in the robbery but 
the e-fit is of the man who 
was sitting in the front seat 
and carried out the assault. 

“The driver suffered cuts 
and bruises but did not need 
hospital treatment, although 
he was badly shaken. 

“We want to hear from 
anyone who can identify the 
man or from anyone with 
information about the 
robbery or when the five 
people abandoned the car 
and set it on fire.”

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Marquee blown into garden leaves woman a ‘wreck’ 
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A HARLOW woman was left a 
“quivering wreck” after a large 
marquee was blown into the gar¬ 
den of her home in Old Harlow. 

Kay Watts, 67, of Chippingfield, 
was at home with her husband 
David on Sunday when the mar¬ 
quee set up in the grounds of 
Harlow Baptist Church, in London 
Road, was blown into their garden 
during high winds. 

The marquee measured 45 foot by 
25 foot and eight foot high. 

“It took off and landed upside 
down in our garden,” said Mrs 
Watts. “It was billowing and we 


thought it was going to take off 
again. 

“I didn’t know what to do. It was 
either going to come through the 
house or go over into Gilden Way.” 

Mrs Watts contacted both the fire 
brigade and police but neither 
would attend. 

She said: “I was a quivering wreck, 
I still am. The poles were big and I 
was worried they’d come through 
the window or the marquee would 
go over the house onto Gilden Way 
and into the path of traffic.” 

Members of the church recovered 
the marquee later that day. 


Parents’ anguish at 
council home delay

THE parents of a baby with 
Down’s Syndrome have hit 
out at Harlow Council for 
delays in rehousing them. 

Baby Jasmin was born in 
February this year to Lorraine 
and Tony Wright. 

Jasmin has been diagnosed 
with Down’s Syndrome as well 
as a rare heart condition and 
was recently hospitalised for 
pneumonia. She now requires 
oxygen. 

The couple - who also have 
children Billie, seven and 
Tyler, four - are desperate to 
move from their third floor flat 
in Great Plumtree to a ground 
floor property to enable them 
to better cope with Jasmin’s 
difficulties. 

Lorraine said: “It’s disgust¬ 
ing. We can’t get a pushchair to 
the door and we have to carry

flights of stairs.” 

Lorraine said she had already 
injured herself trying to carry the 
oxygen cylinders up the stairs. “I 
just couldn’t do it,” she said. “We 
just want a property where we can 
get stuff in and out.” 

The family are looking for a three- 
bedroom property and because of 
Jasmin’s diagnosis they are at the 


But despite attempts to secure a 
property the couple have been 
unsuccessful. 

On one occassion, the couple say 
they were told by their housing 
officer that they would secure the 
next property they bid on. This was 
not the case and the property was 
given to a tenant, who the council 


says had a higher need. 

The family have also been 
recieving advice from 
Harlow-based charity 
Upwards with Downs, which 
supports families with chil¬ 
dren with Down’s Syndrome. 

The family were moved 
from their home this week for 
the council to carry out 
mould treatment but said 
they were placed in a hotel 
that does not cater for chil¬ 
dren. 

Councillor Rod Truan, 
portfolio holder for housing, 
said: “We sympathise with 
the family’s situation and as 
they are in the highest prior¬ 
ity band we are confident 
that they will soon find a 
home to meet their needs. 

“Since the family’s change 
of circumstances and hous¬ 
ing reassessment in early July 
over 15 three-bedroom hous¬ 
es have become available. 
Jasmin “We cannot offer a guaran¬ 
tee that we would be able to 
meet every preference but it is 
important that the family make reg¬ 
ular bids as this will help them 
secure a new home quickly. 

“Officers are aware of the urgent 
need to move this family and will 
continue to provide advice and sup¬ 
port to assist this family in securing 
an alternative suitable property.”

Whose bright idea was it to 
switch off our street lights? 

SIR The report on the mugging of two young 
people returning from a birthday celebration 
(Star, July 31) was upsetting to read but 
unfortunately I fear a headline that will be 
repeated again and again. 

I fear the streets I have known for many, 
many years could become no-go areas after 
midnight due to the lights out policy 
introduced by those bright sparks who 
decided to throw the switch at midnight. 

Can someone remind me please why this 
decision was made? Was it, if I remember 
right, to help reduce the emissions to save 
our precious planet? I’m left wondering and 
in awe of such thoughtfulness! 

I had a very uncomfortable walk home after 
a birthday celebration two weekends ago. 

Myself and an elderly family member who I 
had arranged to assist home left shortly after 
12.15am. 

Outside all seemed bright and well lit as the 
mini roundabout on Tillwicks Road was 
aglow with lights. We embarked on our short 
journey but on turning the corner to walk 
through Little Brays our hearts sank with 
despair. The route we needed to take was in 
total darkness, something I hadn’t 
experienced since the days of the three-day 
week back in the 1970s. 

We had no option but to continue creeping 
forward at a snail’s pace through the pitch 
black veil of darkness. To say this was 
frightening is an understatement as we 
couldn’t judge where the kerb was and the 
fear of tripping on broken paving was 
terrifying. The idea of walking in the road 
seemed safer but we were then in fear of 
dreaded potholes. 

My companion was wracked with terror 
and almost at the point of breaking down 
when suddenly two knights in shining 
armour came to our rescue, assisting me in 
holding up this poor woman. We persevered 
and eventually got her home safe, albeit 
extremely stressed and anxious. 

How do those people who dreamed up this 
policy justify such bright ideas? If Harlow is 
to be thrown into blackouts to ensure a box is 
ticked in high office, then surely the powers- 
that-be have a duty to set about scheduling 
repair work for the disgraceful pavements we 
have to endure. 

If we are to feel safe in our streets and in 
our own homes during these dark times, then 
let’s have extra police to patrol our streets. 

I pay full council tax and yet there’s been no 
mention of a reduction or rebate. Money is 
obviously being saved by not using street 
lights. 

I for one will never venture out of an 
evening again unless I can be back before the 
clocks strike 12.1 fear falling and smashing 
my face on the broken pavements, breaking 
an ankle by missing the kerb and, more so, of 
being mugged or attacked. 

I pay my way so what is wrong in wanting to 
feel safe in the town I was born in? Put the 
blasted lights back on for goodness sake.

A northern bypass is the 
answer to traffic problems 

SIR Two weeks ago Cllr Sue Livings and I met 
Essex County Council’s portfolio holder for 
highways and transporting, Rodney Bass, to 
discuss plans for a junction 7A of the Mil. 

We put forward the concerns of many Old 
Harlow residents about the preferred option 
which would connect the junction to Gilden 
Way. Cllr Bass said he understood those 
concerns and would listen to local views 
during the consultation process. 

The meeting was a robust exchange of ideas 
and Cllr Bass recognised the pressure 10,000 


new homes would present the town if 
planning permission is given to the Gilston 
Park Estate proposal. He told me he regularly 
discusses cross-county road issues with his 
Hertfordshire counterpart and would raise 
the Gilston Park Estate at a future meeting. 

I also put forward my idea for a highways 
commission which would allow residents to 
put their views directly to him on junction 7A 
and suggest alternative proposals. He agreed, 
in principle, to attend meetings in Old 
Harlow to listen to residents’ views and 
answer questions. 

Nobody would disagree that we need better 
roads to ensure the right infrastructure is in 
place to deliver more housing and the 
Enterprise Zone, which will create jobs and 
boost the local economy. I believe that the 
only way we can solve Harlow’s long-term 
road problems is by building a northern 
bypass that connects to the Mil.

Transit sites will not solve 
problem of encampments

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Hundreds respond 
to consultation on 
future of services

A TOWN-WIDE consultation 
on the future of services 
funded by Harlow Council 
has received almost 1,000 
responses. 

The cash-strapped authority 
embarked on the exercise to 
give residents the chance to 
say which services they think 
it should provide and which it 
should cut. 

Council leader JonClempner 
said: “We have received an 
excellent response to our con¬ 
sultation and there is still 
plenty of time for those who 
haven’t yet to also have their 
say. 

“Given the level of response 
so far I am confident that we 
will have a reliable picture of 
residents’ priorities. 

“This whole process is about 
being open and transparent 
with the community about the 
challenges the council faces 
and giving everyone the oppo¬ 
rtunity to have a say about the 
future of their services. 

“This consultation is being 
run in-house which means 
that costs are being kept to a 
minimum.” 

Since 2011 the amount of 
money the council receives 
from the Government - which 
funds 46 per cent of services - 
has been cut by almost 50 per 
cent. This is expected to con¬ 
tinue with an expected fur¬ 
ther reduction of 16 per cent in 
2015/16 and 10 per cent in 
2016/17. 

The consultation includes 
funding choices for more than 



20 different services the coun¬ 
cil provides or pays for direct¬ 
ly, including The Playhouse, 
Pets’ Corner and the town’s 
paddling pools. 

There are also questions on 
council tax levels and what 
residents consider to be pri¬ 
orities for making the town a 
better place to live. 

Cllr Clempner added: “The 
results will be published in 
September 2014. 

“When the results are pub¬ 
lished, it does not mean that 
final decisions on the future 
of any service have already 
been made. This is about the 
council finding out what the 
community thinks it should 
directly provide or fund.” 

Cllr Andrew Johnson, leader 


of the Conservative group, 
said: “It is an important con¬ 
sultation that will help inform 
the budget for next year. I am 
pleased that the Labour Party 
have U-turned over releasing 
the results but saddened they 
have not corrected the chance 
to submit multiple respons¬ 
es.” 

Surveys were sent to a ran¬ 
dom sample of 2,000 house¬ 
holds but the consultation, 
which runs until the end of 
the month, is open to every¬ 
one.

H ARLOW has undergone 
many changes since the 
early days of the New Town 
back in the 1950s. 

Just how much certain 
parts of the town have 
developed can be seen in 
these comparison 
photographs which have 
been brought in by reader 
Chris Davey.

Chris, 31, who works for 
the BBC and is originally 
from Harlow, has been using 
the drone to take aerial 
photos since March. 

“I fly a quadcopter which 
weighs only a few 
kilogrammes and fits in a 
backpack,” he said. 

“It uses GPS satellite 
tracking to keep stable in 
the air, if I let go of the 
control it will just hover in 
place. I can monitor the 
onboard camera on my 
iPhone to get the shot I 
want, which gives a live 
stream as you’re flying. 

“You can travel up to 
around 1400ft away from 
you, including straight up, 
although by law you’re not 
supposed to go over 400ft. 

“I’ve found that being an 
early adopter of this kind of 
thing people are always 
really inquisitive about what 
you’re doing and pretty 
wowed by how this thing 
can fly up and down at up to 
40 mph.”

Stow, Terminus House, Bush 
Fair, Parndon Hall and West 
Gate. 

He added: “I choose these 
shots as the Facebook group 
Photos of Harlow Old and 
New always posts great old 
shots of Harlow. Searching 
through these were some of 
the aerial shots I liked and 
felt possible to take from 
being able to get to an area 
to take off from and also 
enough landmarks to 
reference in the old photo. 

“I was also requested to 
take one of Northbrooks by a 
few members of the group. 

“I had to study Google 
maps for one of them as 
there was not much at all 
still there. I also had an iPad 
with the photo on and was 
comparing and looking. 

“You get 25 minutes in the 
air which means you can 
take your time and take as 
many shots as you want. 

“For the one looking over 
Northbrooks with the 


hospital at the top, I had to 
use the Hare pub, Parndon 
Hall and the former 
museum. There were no 
other buildings to line up 
with. 

“I did have to use a bit of 
Photoshop to line the 
images up as best I could. 
The one of Parndon Hall, for 
instance, I had to pull out 
the top edges to make the 
image appear much flatter 
and from a higher 
perspective. I think the 
original must have been 
taken from a plane.” 

The photos of The Stow 
seem to show the least 
amount of change. The 
estate, though now much 
larger, was already extensive 
in the town’s early days. 

The Stow is one of the first 
areas to be built for new 
residents. When 
development was planned, 
building was to begin beside 
Old Harlow and move 
towards the town centre.

THE Minister of State for planning and hous¬ 
ing Brandon Lewis was given a tour of the 
town’s illegal traveller encampments before 
meeting with representatives to discuss the 
ongoing issue. 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon and Mr Lewis met 
with Harlow Council and Essex Police repre¬ 
sentatives including police and crime commis¬ 
sioner Nick Alston on Monday. 

Mr Halfon said: “There is just one site at the 
moment which is to be welcomed and I am glad 
police issued a Section 61 notice but the situa¬ 
tion is shocking and intolerable. 

“We went on a tour of the sites and talked 
about other legislation that is available and can 
be used. We made some progress. 

“It is about zero tolerance to illegal encamp¬ 
ments. There are 4,000 people on Harlow’s 
waiting list, why are travellers allowed to have 
illegal encampments in Harlow?” 

Mr Lewis, who sent a letter to Harlow Council 
in regards to the legislation available to deal 
with illegal encampments, said: “There are a 
whole range of powers we have devolved to 
help deal with these issues.” 

He added: “Local authorities and local police 
should be residents’ first point of call. Residents 
can check all the relevant legislation about ille¬ 
gal encampments on the Government’s web¬ 
site. 

“People should be aware of the powers avail¬ 
able and if need be, challenge their local coun¬ 
cillors and ask if they are using everything they 
can to deal with the issue.” 


Mr Alston said the meeting was constructive 
and is making sure the police are doing all they 
can. He said: “It is a real concern to me that 
people are concerned. Police have taken a good 
deal of action including several section 61 
notices and they will continue to do that where 
appropriate.” 

Leader of Harlow Council, councillor Jon 
Clempner, said: “We made him fully aware of 
residents’ anger and frustration residents. 

“It was a positive meeting and showed that 
Harlow Council is doing everything it can.” 

He added: “The council is calling on the 
Government and the Association of Police 
Officers to review the law and the associated 


guidance to deal with illegal encampments. 

“The powers that are available to Harlow 
Council are being used and fully considered. 
Outside of the current powers, the council con¬ 
tinues to look at every possible legal avenue to 
find a solution to this issue.” 

Leader of the Harlow Conservatives Andrew 
Johnson said: “The biggest thing I stressed to 
the minister is that the human rights of travel¬ 
lers should not overwrite the human rights of 
residents. 

“I am glad to see that police are using their 
section 61 more and I encourage all to use all 
the powers available to them.”

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GP nurses given 
help to support 
cancer patients 


NURSES and nurse practitioners working at 
GP practices in Harlow have been given 
training in talking to patients diagnosed 
with cancer. 

They joined nurses from surgeries in Epping 
Forest and Uttlesford at a ‘talk cancer’ work¬ 
shop presented by national charity Cancer 
Research UK. 

The group spent an afternoon gaining confi¬ 
dence in talking about the disease as well as 
learning more about cancer and the benefits 
of screening and early diagnosis. 

As part of the workshop the nurses were 
given information packs containing leaflets 
which they can pass on to patients who may 
raise concerns in conversation.

Ingrid Sollis, a practice nurse at the 
Hamilton Practice in Harlow, said: “It was a 
very informative workshop and I came away 
feeling more comfortable and confident in 
talking about cancer with patients at my sur¬ 
gery. 

“It gave me lots of ideas about how to pro¬ 
mote cancer awareness, where to direct 
patients for further information and how to 
talk more openly about cancer, cancer screen¬ 
ing, treatments and survival rates.” 

A spokesman for Cancer Research UK said: 
“The nurses are also now better able to 
encourage people to make lifestyle changes, 
access local services and visit their GP 
promptly with any concerns.” 

The additional training of practice nurses 
and nurse practitioners is part of the clinical 
commissioning group’s commitment to pro¬ 
mote early diagnosis of cancer and swift 
referral for the appropriate treatment.

Festival-goers warned to expect traffic delays 


PEOPLE heading for the V Festival in Chel¬ 
msford this weekend are being warned to 
allow for traffic delays. 

The three-day music festival, which is being 
staged at Hylands Park , is expected to attract 
more than 70,000 people. 

The HA is working in partnership with event 
organisers and local authorities to help festi¬ 
val-goers get to the campsite and to keep 
motorway traffic flowing.

Nigel Allsopp, Highways Agency events plan¬ 
ning manager for the East of England, said: 
“Although there won’t be any road closures, we 
expect the A12 near Chelmsford, the Mil from 


junctions 7 (Harlow) to 9 (Saffron Walden) and 
M25 junctions 29 to 28 to be much busier than 
normal. 

“The campsite opens at midday on Friday 
(August 15) and closes at midday on Monday, 
August 18 so we expect the run-up to and from 
these times to be particularly busy. We also 
expect traffic to be busier in the area through¬ 
out the weekend. 

“We strongly advise festival goers and road 
users in the area to plan ahead and ensure that 
vehicles have sufficient fuel, and that they 
have plenty of drinks, such as water, available 
in the vehicle in case of any delays.” 

Traffic is also expected to be busy in the 
same areas on Monday morning as people 
head home from the festival.

Employment help 
for young people 


A NEW campaign is being launched in 
Harlow to help young people into 
employment. 

The REED NCFE partnership, which 
provides training and job search support 
to young people, works alongside Elarlow 
College to connect learners with employ¬ 
ers. 

The 3x campaign aims to help young 
people at Harlow College find employ¬ 
ment, by providing them with specialist 
training and jobs advice, as well as devel¬ 
oping employability skills.

Paramedic calls 
time on his 25 
years’ service 




A PARAMEDIC who has been the 
public face of the region’s ambu¬ 
lance service is moving on after 
more than 25 years. 

Gary Sanderson, an officer with 
the East of England Ambulance 
Service, took responsibility for 
providing public updates on inci¬ 
dents and accidents in the Star 
area. 

Among the incidents he handled 
was the Barn Mead house fire in 
Harlow which killed six members 
of the Shakoor family in 2012.

I can’t think of anything 
more rewarding than saying ‘I 
went to work today and saved 
somebody’s life’. 

“For anybody who wants to 
become a paramedic it is a reward-

ing job. I have met people at their 
ultimate highs and lows, both 
happy and sad.” 

He added: “I have had an amaz¬ 
ing career. It has been an absolute 
pleasure working alongside dedi¬ 
cated operational, control and 
support and voluntary staff. 

“I will obviously miss the job 
very much, but I am looking for¬ 
ward to new challenges later in the 
year. I am proud that I have been 
able to help many people out in 
their time of need.” 

Originally a plaster technician at 
Lister Hospital where he started in 
1983, Mr Sanderson joined the 
ambulance service in 1988. After 
moving to Stevenage ambulance 
station in 1990, he started work on 
non-emergency ambulances befo¬ 
re progressing to frontline ambu¬ 
lances and fast response cars.

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Mission accomplished 
for comet space probe 



A SPACE probe launched 
from Earth more than 10 
years ago has finally 
caught up with the comet it 
was chasing after a 
journey of about four billion 
miles. 

It is the first time in 
history a man-made 
spacecraft has orbited a 
comet and scientists are 
now hoping it will provide 
them with information in 
more detail than ever 
before. 

In a few weeks time the 
probe, which has been 
named Rosetta, will release 
a small robot lander onto the 
surface of the comet - a 
4km-wide lump of ice and 
rock dust which has been 
travelling through space at a 
speed of 43,000 miles per 
hour. 


It is believed comets are 
what remains from the 
earliest days of the Solar 
System and it it is hoped the 
Rosetta mission will help 
reveal how the system 
evolved and whether there is 
any link to the start of life on 
Earth. 

Throughout history comets 
have been lighting up the 
night sky, but their speed 


and distance have made 
them difficult to investigate 
Professor Monica Grady, 
of the Open University, 
said: “The biggest question 
we are trying to get an 
answer to is where did life 
on Earth come from? 

“How did life get going? 
Was it the building blocks 
of life that were brought to 
us from comets or did it 
get going on Earth? Did 
the water on Earth come 
from comets?” 

Rosetta started its epic 
journey into the depths of 
space on March 2, 2004 
when it was launched from 
Europe’s Spaceport in South 
America. 

Since then it has passed 
Earth three times and Mars 
once. It has even flown past 
two asteroids.

VIEW FROM WESTMINSTER 



L IKE most of you I am furious about the 
illegal traveller sites that have been 
causing serious problems in Harlow over the 
past few months. 

These sites are bringing misery to local 
residents, particularly due to the mess that 
has been created. Sadly, too many residents 
have also been victims of anti-social 
behaviour. 

I am doing everything possible to stop these 
illegal encampments. I have raised this in 
Parliament and held meetings with senior 
police officers. This week I invited Brandon 
Lewis, a senior minister from the Department 
for Communities and Local Government, to 
our town. He was able to set out to the police 
and Harlow Council exactly what laws are 
available. 

He visited the sites and other areas that have 
been affected by illegal traveller 
encampments such as Third Avenue and 
Latton Common, as well as the current camp 
at the former Passmores School site. 

I have also met with one of the senior 
representatives of the traveller community to 
make clear local concerns. My point is simple: 
there are thousands of people on the waiting 
list for housing but they are not allowed to 
break the law. If there is one rule for people in 
Harlow, the same rule should be applied to 
everyone. No-one should be allowed to 
trespass on land, whether traveller or not. 

Whilst there are problems with the courts in 
terms of delays in hearings and abuses of the 
legal process, there are clear powers for the 
police and the authorities to deal with this 
problem. The law known as Section 61 says 
that illegal encampments can be moved on 
quickly when there is either anti-social 
behaviour or six or more vehicles. In almost 
every illegal encampment there has been 
more than six vehicles. 

There is a host of other legislation as well, 
including laws the police can use for trespass 
on private or public land. 

Whilst I welcome the work of individual 
Harlow officers, it is clear that Essex Police has 
been using the legislation inconsistently. It 
seems that only after enormous public 
pressure have Section 61s been used. Their 
reasoning is so-called human rights legislation 
and guidance from senior police headquarters. 

My response is simple - what about the 
human rights of residents to live in peace? 
Moreover, these so called guidelines are 
exactly that, they are not the Ten 
Commandments. 

I have nothing against travellers. I agree that 
they have the same right to homes as everyone 
else and it is important that we have a dialogue 
with the people who have come to Harlow. 
However, their right to homes is no different to 
anyone else’s. 

We have to have a zero tolerance approach to 
those who break the law. If this had happened 
at the start of last October, perhaps we might 
not be facing our current problems. 

I believe it is the duty of Harlow Council to 
take every preventative action possible and to 
ensure that those who have broken the law are 
pursued in the courts to ensure that they pay 
back some of the thousands of pounds we are 
all paying in our local council tax to clean up 
this mess. 

What would help is for local residents to 
make their feelings clear to Harlow Council 
and the Essex Police and Crime Commissioner 
so that they are in no doubt about feelings of 
Harlow residents. Enough is enough.

A shrub for 

all seasons 



AS summer marches on, many perennials 
are now fading, while annuals continue 
to colour borders and patios. But savvy 
gardeners should also be thinking 
creatively with shrubs which will extend 
the season and provide colour and 
structure to the border. 

So says Andy Mclndoe, managing 
director of Hillier Nurseries and all-round 
garden expert, who has just written The 
Creative Shrub Garden, a colourful tome 
offering his groundbreaking approach on 
how to make the most of shrubs. 

Of course, plant combinations are vital 
if you want to show any shrub off to its 
best, says Mclndoe. 

"The dark wine-red leaves of the 
Japanese maple, Acer palmatum 
'Bloodgood', are a stunning partner 
for the rich golden foliage of Spiraea 
japonica 'Goldflame'. The tips of the 
shoots and new leaves of the spiraea are 
orange red, which picks up on the colour 
of the acer. 

"For evergreen interest, I might use 
Abelia 'Kaleidoscope' instead of the 
spiraea. This is a compact shrub of 
similar proportions and colouring with 
the benefit of small pink autumn flowers 
with colourful calyces. 

"For a third shrub, I would choose 
the round, compact Berberis thunbergii 
'Admiration', which has rounded wine 
red leaves that colour brilliantly in 
autumn. Additional interest could be 
added with caramel coloured heucheras, 
which have the benefit of evergreen 
foliage, and a few glowing orange tulips 
such as the lily-flowering 'Ballerina'. This

would make a warm, glowing planting 
combination suitable for a small garden 
or a group of pots on the patio." 

In summer, Lavandula angustifolia 
'Hidcote' is perhaps the finest and most 
reliable variety of English lavender, 
whose dark blue fragrant flowers and 
aromatic grey-green foliage are perfect 
with any silver foliage subjects such 
as Santolina chamaecyparissus and 
Helichrysum italicum. 

However, in a warm, sunny situation 
on dry soil it would be better partnered 
with the perennial wallflower Erysimum 
'Bowles Mauve' which flowers from early 
spring through autumn. The lavender 
and erysimum work well with small shrub 
Cistus 'Sunset' with its sage green leaves 
and cerise pink flowers. Purple heucheras 
would add contrasting dark foliage and a 
few Allium christophii a different flower 
form and another dimension to the 
planting. These are all good choices for a 
sunny spot in a small garden. 

If you're looking for dynamic foliage in 
a shrub, Physocarpus opulifolius 'Diable 
d'Or' has arching branches and deep 
copper leaves, orange at the tips of the 
shoots. It makes a wonderful planting 
partner for orange shrub roses such as 
the lovely fruit-scented 'Lady Emma 
Hamilton'. 

It is also striking with any golden 
foliage shrub, especially Cotinus 
coggygria Golden Spirit, an unusual 
smoke bush with rounded golden leaves 


and copper plumes which pick up the 
colour of the physocarpus. 

"In a larger space, I would also add 
a spring flowering, sapphire blue 
Ceanothus 'Concha', perhaps the best 
of the evergreen Californian lilacs," 
Mclndoe suggests. 

Plant Hibiscus syriacus 'Hamabo', 
among the best hardy hibiscus for 
late summer flowers in shades of soft 
pink with wine-eyes, next to the deep 
purple foliage of Sambucus nigra f. 
porphyrophylla 'Eva' (Black Lace). 

"For colour early in the season, add 


Spiraea japonica 'Anthony Waterer', 
with its deep crimson blooms, and 
perhaps the mauve pink trumpets and 
purple green leaves of Weigela florida 
'Foliis Purpureis'. In a larger garden, 
the evergreen Abelia 'Edward Goucher' 
would add all-year interest and extend 
the autumn flowering season," he adds. 

Hydrangeas may have been out of 
fashion in the last few years, but they 
are a must for late summer colour. 

Try Hydrangea macrophylla 'Mariesii 
Perfecta' (Blue Wave), a classic lacecap 
hydrangea with a flowering season that 


extends through summer and autumn. It 
is happy in semi-shade and will produce 
blue flowers on neutral to acid soil, or 
mauve-pink on alkaline. 

"Partner it with a soft green and white 
variegated shrub such as Euonymus 
fortunei 'Emerald gaiety', which will 
cover the ground in low mounds. A 
large-leaved variegated hedera growing 
against a wall or fence would make the 
perfect backdrop," says Mclndoe.

P ORSCHE’S baby 911 has always 
been close to its big brother, but 
in the right spec the Cayman S 
could make you ditch the dream 
forever. 

Porsche introduced an all-new 
Cayman in 2013 and it was 
essentially just that; - a new 
structure and chassis, new engines, 
a new exterior design and a far 
superior cabin. 

The standard Cayman proved to 
be a terrific thing in its own right, 
but as with many high performance 
cars, getting the right specification 
is everything. 

This, then, is arguably the 
ultimate specification Cayman; in S 
form with the more powerful 3.4- 
litre 321bhp engine, the purist’s 
choice of six-speed manual gearbox, 
the pricey but superb carbon 
ceramic brakes and the 
uncompromising but superbly 
supportive bucket seats. 

Looks and image 

Where the previous Cayman was a 
relatively discreet-looking machine, 
the latest version has a bit more 
personality. 

There are shades of the 918 Spyder 


in the front end and rather than 
hiding in the shadow of the 911, it’s a 
car you could choose for its looks 
alone. 

Better still, the Cayman has the 
image to stand up in its own right. 

It’s no longer the option if you 
can’t afford a 911, in fact you may 
find the odd 911 owner questioning 
their judgement... 

Space and practicality 

There’s more space in the cabin for 
humans, and it’s easier to get 
comfortable as a result. 

You’ll find a little bit more storage 


in the cabin, too; certainly a little 
less than a similarly-sized 
hatchback but you won’t struggle to 
stash keys, phones and the like. 

Luggage space requires a little 
more effort. 

There’s 415 litres on offer, which 
sounds good, but as this is a mid- 
engined car, the space is divided 
between the front and the rear - so 
take squashy bags rather than big 
suitcases. 

Behind the wheel 

Everything feels just right from the 
hot seat; the driving position and the 


weight of the controls are sublime. 

Fire up the flat six and there is a 
complex, delicious growl from the 
exhaust - in fact, the sports exhaust 
option means more noise, it’s an 
essential choice. 

The Cayman S is so well honed it 
can deal with the boring day-to-day 
driving without effort, but when the 
road opens up, you realise just how 
good it is. 

The steering is sharp but weighty 
and not hyperactive, while the 
handling balance is simply 
stunning. 

You can lean hard on it with 
complete confidence, and those 
carbon brakes are hugely 


reassuring. Most importantly, the 
3.4-litre engine is slick, sonorous 
and deliciously fast. 

Value for money 

A standard Cayman S checks in at a 
not-unreasonable £48,783, and for 
that money you’ll have yourself an 
outstanding sports car. 

Of course, a few choice options 
can bump the price a little, and the 
standard equipment levels are fairly 
modest. 

On the other hand, the Cayman is 
one of the least-depreciating cars 
you can buy, so should you be daft 
enough to sell it, you’ll get more of 
your money back than with almost 
all rivals. 

Who would buy one? 

If you want your sports car to be a 
genuine ground-up road machine 
rather than a track refugee or a 
hopped-up version of a standard 
car, this is the one for you. 

As long as you only need two seats, 
you could use it every day and not 
find it a chore, whereas if you’re 
lucky enough for it to be your 
weekend plaything, then your 
weekends are going to be amazing.

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Andrew Franczak looks back at a super 2014 Commonwealth Games 


Passionate Selby: It was 
a hell of an experience 


HARLOW-born Daryl Selby rel¬ 
ished the whole Commonwealth 
Games experience, as he picked 
up a bronze medal. 

The former Bishop’s Stortford 
Squash and Racketball Club 
member took bronze in the 
men’s doubles with James 
Willstrop on the final day at 
Glasgow 2014 after a 2-0 victory 
over Scotland pair Alan Clyne 
and Harry Leitch. 

He also just missed out on hon¬ 
ours in the mixed doubles with 
Sarah Kippax. 

The 31-year-old, whose father 
Paul coaches juniors at the Silver 
Leys club, was one of the charac¬ 
ters of the courts at the Scotstoun 
Sports Campus in Glasgow, with 
his trademark sweatband 
around his head and frequent 
passionate outbursts. 

“They say it’s the friendly 
Games and it’s been just that,” he 
said. 

“We’ve been to watch the other 
sports and the athletics last 
night was amazing for me. 

“Watching Jo Pavey [who won 
bronze in the 5,000m on Saturday 
night] as a 40-year-old mother- 
of-two was inspirational. 

“To do what she did is unbe¬ 
lievable and she gave us a lot of 
inspiration. 

“It’s been a pleasure - the 
Scottish people have been so 
friendly everywhere we’ve been. 
It’s just been one hell of an expe¬ 
rience. 

“The crowds have been fantas¬ 
tic and that’s testament to every¬ 
one involved that the crowds 
have been so good.” 

There was a long rally to start 
the bronze medal match and 
that was the story of the opening 
game, which Selby and Willstrop 
eventually won 11-9. 

The English pair went 2-0 
ahead. Selby then hit the tin and 
the Scots scored their first points 
to big cheers. 

Selby looked determined and 
focused with a job at hand to get 
a medal. 

After some incredibly long ral¬ 
lies featuring at times slow pace 
and patient build-up, the English

pair led 8-7. 

Selby then hit Clyne full on in 
the face with his racket on a fol¬ 
low through, taking his eye pro¬ 
tector off. 

The Scot came off fc 
treatment, but he was 
okay and returned to 
big ovation as the 
match resumed after a 
brief pause. 

The English pair 
were trying to freeze 
Leitch out of the 
game, and the tactic 
started to reap 
rewards as they took 
the opening game in a 
marathon 37 minutes. 

The second game 
again began with a 
lengthy rally which 
seemed to go on for¬ 
ever. 

“We were just 
trying to hold up 
Kylie Minogue in 
all honesty!” 


Selby said later. 

It finally came to an end as 
Leitch blasted the ball at 
Willstrop’s legs for a let. 
Selby was then baffled by 
let call, and expressed his 
usual disbelief to referee. 
He took it out on the ball 
with a neat winner. 

Then came the first real¬ 
ly dazzling rally to spark 
the crowd from their 
slumber, with chants of 
Scotland around the 
crowd. 

You always sensed 
the English pair had 
the upper hand and 
despite a plucky come¬ 
back from the Scots, 
Selby and Willstrop 
were slowly creeping 
towards a medal. 
Willstrop was 
sweating so much 
he needed to 
change his shirt 
as it was mak¬ 


ing the court dangerous and 
Clyne slipped. 

The court was wiped and all 
the players took a breather 
before the grand finale as Selby 
hit the winner to take the game 
11-7 and the pair won the match 
2-0 in 38 minutes. 

They embraced, and Selby 
punched the air in delight. 

Afterwards Selby joked that 
playing doubles was like shop¬ 
ping with his wife. 

“In doubles you’re having to 
concentrate so much harder - it’s 
like shopping with the missus. 

“At the end of it, it’s that long 
drawn out thing you gradually 
grind to a halt where you just 
need to sit down, anything to sit 
down after walking around for 
four hours and not having 
bought anything!” 

That quote neatly summed up 
Selby’s jovial and extrovert man¬ 
ner at these Commonwealth 
Games, and an athlete who truly 
did wear his heart on his sleeve. 


Storey: Officials were right to disqualify Osagie 


STAR sports reporter Andrew 
Franczak spoke to veteran 
commentator Stuart Storey (72) 
at the Commonwealth Games. 

He felt Harlow’s Adrew Osagie 
was correctly disqualified in 
Glasgow after an incident with 
Wales’ Joe Thomas. 

Storey said: “I called it right at 
the time -1 thought he should 
have been disqualified, there’s 
no question about it, and the 
officials saw that straight 
away.” 

Storey, right, was by no means 
bowled over by several aspects 
of the Glasgow Games, ranging 
from the standard of competition 
and the inclusion of para events 
in the athletics programme. 

“Overall the Games are weak 


[in terms of competitors]. A lot 
of the fields are not as good as 
they might be, with Usain Bolt 
just running the relay and 
Christine Ohurougu also just in 
the relay. 

“There are an awful lot of the 
para sport events as well. I’m 
not sure I’m all for that. I think 
that the para sports have got 
their own championships and 
people that want to support that 
will do that. 

“I think that what they do [the 
para athletes] is fantastic, but it 
makes the programmes very 
long for the able-bodied 
championships. I think there is 
probably more para sport in 
these championships than I’ve 
ever seen before - it’s probably 


a little bit too much.” 

However, despite all this, 
Storey was glad to be able to 
cover the Commonwealth 
Games. 

“It’s nice to be here,” he said. 
“The Games are fantastic for 
Glasgow. There are just one or 
two little question marks in 
various areas, but they’ve taken 
a lot from London. 

“They’ve done pretty well 
across the board, I musn’t 
complain too much. It’s a great 
atmosphere in the stadium. It’s 
packed all day which reminds 
you of London 2012. It’s 
absolutely superb. 

“The atmosphere can’t be 
bettered, really - this is 
Scotland!”

Why I proclaim 
the Games a 
huge success 

SO after 12 days of fast and furious action 
(apart from the lawn bowls that is) the 
Commonwealth Games said goodbye to 
Glasgow and hello to the sunnier climes of 
the Gold Coast in Australia. 

Mind you, when the Games started what 
seems like an age ago we were in the middle 
of a heat wave, and most of the African ath¬ 
letes who had come decked in the warmest 
jumpers they could find were stripping off to 
their T-shirts and shorts. 

For all the big names missing through inju¬ 
ry this was still a high class sporting specta¬ 
cle, providing a wealth of human interest 
stories. 

I got to see as many of the 17 sports as pos¬ 
sible in the well spread out venues, but my 
favourite moment came not on the field of 
play but in the stands. 

The famous Hampden Park roar was multi¬ 
plied to new ear piercing decibels on the big 
screens as they belted out famous Scottish 
songs during the athletics. 

And what a sight it was to witness a group 
of athletes from Lesotho in Africa in the 
seats below the media stand get up on their 
feet and sing and dance along to The 
Proclaimers’ I’m Gonna Be (500 Miles) as the 
lyrics appeared on the big screen. 

It was unforgettable and I wish I’d been 
able to do a selfie of it, but use of cameras 
was strictly forbidden in our seats. 

I covered a wide range of athletes from 
across the Herts and Essex titles including 
Harlow-born Laura Trott, who finally came 
good in the cycling, the wonderful John 
McEnroe-like character Daryl Selby, former¬ 
ly of Bishop’s Stortford Squash and Racket 
Club, Herts Phoenix athletes Laura Wake 
and Jodie Williams, as well as Harlow’s Jo 
Harten in the netball. 

While Wake was never expected to feature 
but enjoyed the experience, all the others 
came home with medals apart from poor 
Harten, who experienced a torrid Games. 

On the closing day of action there was 
another heart breaking loss for the England 
girls in the bronze medal against Jamaica, 
and I felt quite relieved that I didn’t have to 
speak to Harten afterwards as I made a mad 
dash to see the bronze medal match squash 
match on the other side of Glasgow. 

They often say it’s not the winning but the 
taking part that counts in sport, but you try 
telling that to Harten. 

And so to the closing ceremony of musical 
fun and games featuring Lulu, the now not 
so famous Deacon Blue and a blistering 
seven song sing-along set from Kylie 
Minogue. The night was rounded off by an 
emotional Auld Lang Syne and usual fire¬ 
works display. 

Glasgow has delivered a great Games, and a 
hugely successful one for England, whose 
chef de mission Jan Paterson said on beating 
Australia in the medal table [174 to 137]: “It 
wasn’t in our minds from the start.” I suspect 
she had her fingers crossed behind her back!
